In a riot grow int; 
out of the labor disturbances involv­ 
ing 13,000 employes of the Willy*- 
Overland Automobile company, two 
men were shot to death aud two others 
dangerously wounded. 
The victims, presumably idle 
em- 
Hoses of the company, were killed by 
discharged soldiers who are guarding 
the plant. 
'I h»- killing was the culmi­ 
nation of three riots whic h resulted in 
injury to 13 persons. 
Violence started when idle workers 
stormed cars carrying employes to 
the Ham, smashed car windows with 
stories and bricks and pulled workers 
into the streets, where they wer»- beat­ 
en. The situation flamed into a pitched 
buttle tonight, when 3,OOO idle wprkers. 
including many women, stormed (he 
entrant** of the plain as the employes 
were leaving, beat them with clubs 
and felled them with stones and bricks.

BOTH PARTIES SEEK RELIEF ALL CALLERS MUST BE SEEN 


Huge Sum Must Be Raised by Vari­ 
ous Methods, but Congress Intends 
to 
Make the 
Burden as Light as 
Possible.

Washington.—For once In a lifetime 
the house committee on ways and 
means has been unanimous on a propo­ 
sition. 
There was no partnership, lo 
(he remotest degree of kinship, In the 
vote on the report calling for the re­ 
peal of the so-called semi-luxury taxes 
In the war revenue bill. 
Unanimity 
bad It ms Republican and Democratic 
members of the committee vociferously 
voted “aye.” 
It Is t tie rarest kind of a thing to 
secure unanimity In voting In a house 
committee, let alone securing It In the 
house Itself. 
Patriotic Americans re­ 
member with chagrin and shame that 
even 
the 
wnr 
resolutions 
received 
some adverse votes, cast by men who 
did not think the rights of their coun­ 
try were worth upholding. 
By way of 
diversion It may be said that some of 
these unpatriotic voters still hold office 
in congress. 
It seems probable that unanimity In 
voting will break records during the 
present session of Congress. 
Both 
parties seem determined to get rid of 
certain forms of tuxutlon which weigh 
heavily on the purse of th** Individuals. 
Of course it may be necessary to di­ 
vert the taxes so that they may be 
raised by other methods, lait with the 
rapidly decreasing expenses of gov­ 
ernment It appears to be likely that 
many levies now can be eliminated and 
do replacements made. 
Much Revenue M ust Be Raised. 
Tit© United States government lins 
a big war debt. Congress Is now study­ 
ing 
out 
ways and 
means of financing 
It. It Is probable 
that shortly an at­ 
tempt will he made to put In several 
definitive measures, one of which may 
be adequate when enacted Into law' 
to meet the financial situation. 
The 
leaders of the house are studying va­ 
rious pinna, some of them of Repub­ 
lican and some of thorn of Democratic 
origin. 
In questions of finance mem­ 
bers of ii majority party In congress 
are 
not 
averse to 
consulting members 
of 
the minority, for good 
financial 
beads in the United States admitctdly 
are so few that no chance to get a so­ 
lution of a monetary problem is let 
slip. 
it was not many years ago that In 
terms purposely exaggerated a member 
of congress, sneering nt tho opposition 
party, said that unless they took cure 
they would make a billion dollar con 
gross of It. 
That remark uhs taken 
ss the height of exaggeration and of 
absurdity, hut not many years went by 
before the country not only had bil­ 
lion dollar congresses, but billion dub 
lar sesslona, and this was In the days 
of peace. 
Just bow long It Is going to take to 
liny off the national deht no one, of 
course, cun determine. 
The best that 
the legislators can do Is to guess at It 
It bus been said that perhaps It can 
be reduced at the rnte of a billion dol­ 
lars a year, but this to most of tIi*- 
legislators apparently seems Impossi­ 
ble, unless the intention Is to levy high­ 
er tuxes than perhaps is justifiable. 
The United .States owes about $30,000, • 
000,000 
Within a few days It has been estl 
united that It may he possible to keep 
the actual expenses of the United 
States government at a figure a little 
below $3,000,000,000 a year. 
lf lids 
can be done It may be, legislators 
think, that the debt Incurred b\ Hie 
war can be paid off at a billion dol­ 
lar rate annually, but It Is admitted 
that th© government’s expenses are 
likely to run higher than the e s t i ­ 
mate. 
Huge Sum Ow ing Uncle Sam. 
Of course this country has money 
owing to It from many other tuitions. 
Uncle Sam bus gone down Into his 
pocket to loan to countries fighting 
with him In humanity’s cause consid­ 
erable quantities of coin. 
The total 
amount Is said to reach between $ 10,- 
000,000,000 and $11,000,000,000. 
There Is not one of the governments 
Indebted to the United States, except 
possibly Russia, which is not perfectly 
able within the allotted time to pay 
the money which It has borrowed. In­ 
asmuch, however, ns these countries 
are Just at this time financially hard 
up, and struggling with nil kinds of 
problems, the United States, It Is un-, 
derstood. will give them time to read­ 
just matters, and plenty of time to re­ 
deem their promises to pay. 
This w hole situation affects the sub­ 
ject of taxation 
Congress today is 
busy figuring out means to pay the 
expenses of runnign the government 
in its various activities, to pay divi­ 
dends on bonds, and to meet other ob­ 
ligations. 
Taxes will continue, but It 
seems to be the determination of con­ 
gress to ndjust the taxation so that It 
will be felt as little as possible. 
Ad­ 
mittedly this Is going to be a hard job.

Correspondence Is Heavy and Import­ 
ant, and Senators and Representa­ 
tives Are Called on Very Often to 
Deliver Addresses.

Washington.— Whatever else may he 
said i»y flu* flippant, the caustic and 
Hie critical generally about members 
of congress, no roan rightly cun charge 
the Individuals of that body with lazi­ 
ness. <>f course there Is un occasional 
lazy man In congress, as there is in 
every other vocation in life, but lf a 
congressman wants to keep Ids seat 
be lins to work. 
Americans who think of their con­ 
gressmen tis men who come to Wash­ 
ington to sit In the senate or the house 
for four or five hour* each day discuss­ 
ing carefully the affairs of state, then 
to go home to the family fireside to 
dine, thence to the theater, and thence 
to bed for roseate dreams, have not 
visualized the situation with a frac­ 
tional part of correctness. 
The Simi Hest part of the work which 
ti national legislator does is performed 
on the floor of the house to which lie 
happens to belong. The solid truth Is 
that a large part of the actual business 
of the house and senate Is carried on 
In the absence of quorums. 
Lenders 
of both parties are left on guard, and 
lf anything Is going to break members 
instantly are summoned to their tnsks 
of duty; but more than one-half of the 
time the members of the two houses 
are iii tiieir office roams working either 
In behalf of their local constituents or 
In behalf of measures Intended to af­ 
fect the entire constituent body of the 
United States. 
Live Member H as Lots to Do. 
The day of a member of the house 
who halls from a live, up-to-date dis­ 
trict begins about 8:30 M. in., and in 
many cases much earlier, and does not 
end certainly until 0 o’clock, and fre­ 
quently does not see its finish until 
after midnight. 
What does a representative or a 
senator have to do during ail these 
hours? Well, he lins plenty to do, much 
of which he would not have to do if 
he could turn a cold shoulder or a 
stern face to u lot of visitors, Hut a 
politician lins to be polite, and in n 
way he nil tilings to nil men, aud so It 
Is that he feels it necessary to talk 
with every person who comes to his 
office even lf that person’s errand Is tc 
spend an hour in proving that be can 
turn a grain of sand Into a gold dollar 
by n new process about to be patented. 
or Is convinced that he bus a scheme 
which lf put into legislative form will 
make alt men and all nations of men 
brothers in heart and 
soul 
in the 
twinkling of an eye. 
The anteroom of the office of nearly 
every representative and senator has 
within It tin*** or four watting per­ 
sons ut nearly all hours of the day. 
They go Iii one by o n e ; each is listened 
to patiently and generally 
is 
sent 
away good untun'd even lf lie has been 
refused tin* favor which lie wished to 
have granted, or has seen ttint bls ad­ 
vice while Hawed pleasantly, has no 
remote chance of being acted upon. 
Correspondence Is Heavy. 
Nearly every 
senator and 
refire 
sen til tlve receives scores of letters 
every day from individual constituents. 
men, women and children. Every letter 
has to he answered. 
Now a 
good 
many of these letters are answered by 
tin* congressman’* secretary without 
reference at nil to the chief until the 
times conics for Ills signature to be 
affixed, but there Is always a close 
study of each communication made to 
make certain that It properly can be 
so answered and that there Is no 
chance of offense being given. 
While the secretary and the stenog­ 
raphers are busy all day brog with 
correspondence and other things It 
mint not be taken for gntnttnl that 
“the limn Inside’’ Is free from bother­ 
some letter*. Scores of the letters are 
of such a nature that while the sec­ 
retary might wish to answer them he 
docs not feel that he should do so lest 
he overlook something which might 
present itself to the watchful eye of 
“the boss.** 
Virtually every senator and repre­ 
sentative has to make speeches In this 
town, and, of course, he is called on to 
speak elsewhere lu the United States 
on many occasion*, provided he is a 
man well known to the country. The 
capital 
has 
thousands of different 
kinds of organizations, and not one of 
them is content unless its weekly or 
monthly meeting I* addressed by a 
“man of state.” 
The congressman's life may be an 
interesting one, hut It is not a lazy 
one. If he is lazy his constituents find 
it out. und they know bos* to apply the 
remedy.
